the Red Cross Blood Program pro­ 
vides a channel for the “gift of 
life” to patients in civilian as well 
as m ilitary hospitals; and, finally, 
volunteers serve their communities 
through their Red Cross chapters 
in many other needed ways.

As always, 
February 
is the 
month of the annual H eart Fund 
drive. 
The cause is worthy, and 
it has been put in especially sharp 
focus this year by the fact that 
the President of the United States 
has suffered a heart attack. 
In truth it should not take so 
dram atic a reminder to stir our 
interest in combating this great 
killer. Three quarters of a million 
people die each year from heart 
and 
circulatory 
diseases, 
more 
than are killed by the next five 
leading causes of death. 
It is estimated that 1.25 billion 
man-hours of work are lost to the 
nation every year 
as result of 
heart ailments. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s 
illness 
has 
shown us vividly what this Joss 
can mean when it comes to peo­ 
ple at the summit of our national 
life. 
But the dam age is just as 
real, and cumulatively much great­ 
er, when measured at more ordin­ 
ary levels. 
One finds it hard to realize that 
about IO million people, or one out 
of every 16 Americans, now suf­ 
fer from some form of heart or 
circulatory disease. 
Most aston­ 
ishing is that 500,000 children are 
affected. 
Ninety per cent of the dam age 
is done by three principal ailments 
—hardening of the arteries, which 
sets the stage for what we call 
heart attacks; high blood pressure, 
and rheumatic lever. 
In spite of the huge toil, heart 
authorities are able to report that 
progress bis been and still is be­ 
ing nude.
